The condition of Mrs. Greenhaulgh, 
convinced her son and daughter and 
the three persons arrested with them 
that she must be possessed of the 
devil, and they determined to exorcise 
the evil spirit. 
The five knelt by the 
bedside, and, after prayer, commenced 
their wfork. The arms of Mrs. Greon- 
haulgh, stiffened by rheumatism, were 
jerked and twisted about in order that 
the devil might be driven out. 
The 
cries of the aged woman wfere consid­ 
ered to be those of an evil spirit, and 
were greeted with triumphant shouts. 
After a course of this violent treat­ 
ment, Mrs. Greenhaulgh not only be­ 
came so weak that she could not use 
her limbs, but became incapable of 
making any motion. 
Then her neck 
was twisted, and for some time this 
treatment was kept up. 


Walter Greenhaulgh testified at the 
coroners inquest that Mitchell and his 
wife recently had a “vision,” in which 
Mitchell was ordered to quit work and 
devote his time to casting out demons 
from the sick. Young Greenhaulgh de­ 
clared that his mother's consent was 
obtained before the treatment was be­ 
gun.

While listening to tie wind shriek- 


leg drearily across the hilltops, ana 
to the more cheerful sounds of the 
crackling fire and champing oxen, I 
fell asleep. 


Several hours must have passed be- 


tore I awoke, and1 found myself lookins 
mp at a sky covered with thin, fleecy 
clouds, through which the 
waging 


«joon shone dimly. Raising my head, 
I looked around. The fire had burned 
oat, for oedar wood does not last long. 
Only a few coals were -visible where 
the crackling blaxe had been. 


Being warm and comfortable, I did 


BOt trouble myself about the flre know- 
ing that I could rekindle it when morn- 
Ing came. I tad relied upon it to keep 
the wild animal* away; but aow that 
the mooB hjrt risen, I was sot much

Coaly sad Lep lyin* a few yards away, 
both chewing their cuds contentedly. 
A wolf was howling in the distance, 
aad a little screech owl was uttering 
it» peculiar cry somewhere up the 
side of the forge. I was on the point 
of falling aaleep a«ain when a .slight 
noise near me caused ine to raise 
my head. As I did so a low growl froze 
my blood. 


A yard or two from my feet, on the 


other side of where the fire had been, 
stood an animal larger than a dog- He 
was looking straight at me, evidently 
preparing to attack.

The spirit which 
prompts 11 p. m. editions of the daily papers to be on sale at II a m., is 
clearly indicative of sufficient cause for the appalling increase in deaths from 
heart disease. 
The vice of hard drinking is less prevalent than it was m the days gene

We cannot lay the blame for our chronic Brighfs and hypertrophied 


heart cases wholly upon Its overburdened shoulders. Drunkenness is less 
common, but stimulation is on the increase. 


The quiet and calm of sylvan life is within the grasp of few of us, out 


rational right living, hygienic precepts and the law of physical and mental 
repose are doctrines which must be forcibly brought home in order to cope 
with this menace.

till the cedars to which they were 
tied shook audibly.

prompts 11 p. m. editions of the dally papers to be on sale at 11 a, m.. Is 
clearly indicative of sufficient cause for the appalling increase in deaths from 
heart disease 


The vice of hard drinking is less prevalent than it was in the days gone 
by. We cannot lay the blame for our 
chronic Bright's and 
hypertrophled 
heart cases wholly upon its overburdened shoulders. 
Drunkenness 
is less 


common, but stimulation is on the increase. 


The quiet and calm of sylvan life is within the grasp of few of us, but 
rational right living, hyRlenlc precepts and the law of physical and mental 
repose are-doctrines which must be forcibly brought home In order to cope 
with this menace.

When I was 
fifteen years old my 
father sent me for a wagon load of 
lumber 
to Fort WortL, which was 
seventy-five miles distant from 
our 
new claim. 


His intention was that I should go 
writh two neighbors who had squatted 
some miles from our place; but they 
started earlier thaai I did, and I could 
not drive my oxen fast enough to over­ 
take them that day.

As a people, w*e are mad with the lust of success and money ©etting and 
individually suicidal in our craze for material advancement The spirit which 
prompts 11 p. m. editions of the dally papers to be on sale at 11 a. m., 1b 
clearly indicative of sufficient cause for the appalling increase in deaths from 
heart disease. 


The vice of hard drinking is less prevalent than it was in the days gone 
by. We cannot lay the blame for our 
chronic Bright’s and hypertrophied 
heart cases wholly upon its overburdened shoulders. Drunkenness 
is less 
common, but stimulation is on the increase. 


The quiet and calm of sylvan life is within the grasp of few of us, but 
rational right living, hygienic precepts and the law of physical and mental 
repose are* doctrines which must be forcibly brought home in order to cope 
with this menace.

Punching Holes For Foundations. 
Builders sometimes find it inconve- 


nient to dig holes for the founda- 
tions of structures they intend to 
erect. In such cases, especially where 
the soil is soft and liable to cave in, a 
suitable number of piles will give the 
necessary support. 
Ordinarily the 


piles are of timber, and are sunk by a 
machine called a pile driver. This, 
it is hardly necessary to explain, con- 
sists essentially of a heavy weight 
lifted to a convenient height and re- 
leased suddenly above the head of 
the pile. Another system of creating 
foundations is now being tried with 
success in France. Stone is used in- 
stead of timber and is packed firmly 
in slender holes sunk in the ground. 
These foundations are created not by 
excavating, but by punching. With a 
machine resembling a pile driver a 
weight with a pointed end below ia 
dropped successively over the spot 
where the hole is needed. When this 
is deep enough big stones and little 
ones are rolled into it and packed by 
ramming. As the lower end of the 
hole is made broader than the rest, 
the stone column is shaped like an 
inverted 
mushroom. 
Where this 


plan, known as the "compresso!" sys- 
tem, is used one stone pile wili usu- 
ally carry the burden intrusted to five 
or sis wooden ones, or from twenty 
to twenty-five tons.—Xew York Wit- 


Piracy upon the high seas is the 


recognized profession of the Skuas, 
marine birds with hooked beaks, and 
talons to their webbed feet. These 
ingenious animals lie in wait for sea- 
gulls, which have " been out fishing, 
and chase thees unfortunate birds 
until they disgorge their booty, which 
is then snapped up before it can 
reach the water. 


If an obstinate gull refuses to do 


this it is often shaken by the tail tii 
the desired end is attained. 


Some of the most confirmed

bers are found among insects. Vari- 
ous bees are examples of this, mak- 
ing raids upon the honey of their 
relatives. Even domesticated swarnis 
sometime become lazy and thievish, 
and persistently rob their neighbors, 
much to the disgust of the bee mas- 
ter. 


The stores of honey laid up by 


bees and wasps also proves too great 
a temptation for some other insects 
to resist. The most interesting of 
these forms are the so-called "cuckoo 
parasites," which guided by pervert- 
ed parental love, lay eggs within the 
hive or nest. Here we find snugly 
quartered in consequence the grubs 
of oil-beetles, which devour the honey 
and the caterpillars of certain raoths, 
which gnaw the combs.

Punching Holes For Foundations, 
Builders sometimes find it inconve- 
nient to dig holes for the founda- 
tions 
of structures they intend 
to 
erect. In such cases, especially where 
the soil is soft and liable to cave In, a 
suitable number of piles will give the 
necessary 
support. 
Ordinarily 
the 
piles are of timber, and are sunk by a 
machine called a pile driver. 
This, 
it is hardly necessary to explain, con- 
sists essentially of a heavy weight 
lifted to a convenient height and re- 
leased suddenly above the head 
of 
the pile. 
Another system of creating 
foundations is now being tried with 
success In France. 
Stone is used in- 
stead of timber and is packed 
firmly 
In slender holes sunk in the ground. 
These foundations are created not by 
excavating, but by punching. 
With a 
machine resembling a pile driver a 
weight with a pointed end below la 
dropped successively 
over the 
spot 
where the hole Is needed.

Punching Holes For Foundations. 
Builders sometimes find it inconve­ 
nient to dig holes for the founda­ 
tions of structures they intend to 
erect. In such cases, especially where 
the soil is soft and liable to cave in, a 
suitable number of piles will give the 
necessary support. 
Ordinarily the 
piles are of timber, and are sunk by a 
machine called a pile driver. 
This, 
it is hardly necessary to explain, con­ 
sists essentially of a heavy weight 
lifted to a convenient height and re­ 
leased suddenly above the head of 
the pile. 
Another system of creating 
foundations is now being tried with 
success in France. 
Stone is used in­ 
stead of timber and is packed firmly 
in slender holes sunk in the ground. 
These foundations are created not by 
excavating, but by punching. 
With a 
machine resembling a pile driver a 
weight with a pointed end below is 
dropped successively over the spot 
where the hole is needed. 
When this 
is deep enough big stones and little 
ones are rolled into it and packed by 
ramming. 
As the lower end of the 
hole is made broader than the rest, 
the stone column is shaped like an 
inverted 
mushroom.

plan, known as the “compressol” sys­ 
tem, is used one stone pile will usu­ 
ally carry the burden intrusted to five 
or six wooden ones, or from twenty 
to twenty-five tons.— New York W it­ 
ness. 


Many of Thtm Are Also Known to 
Be Thieves and Highwaymen. 


All the great groups of the animal 
kingdom 
include 
numerous 
forme 
which are murderous by profession, 
though, as their object is to obtain 
food, a jury would probably consider 
them as guilty of “justifiable animal- 
icide” only. 


Such are birds and beasts of prey; 
crocodiles, which drown their prey 
under water; snakes which swallow 
their victims alive; lizards and frogs 
which slaughter insects, worms and 
other small creatures by the 
thou­ 
sands, cuttlefishes, which use their 
sucker-studded 
tentacles 
to 
enfold 
other animals in a deadly 
embrace; 
scorpions and spiders, which poison 
insects and 
suck 
their juices, and 
myriads of forms still lower in the 
scale but equally remorseless. 


Some of these 
creatures, however, 
when in a savage mood, not only kill 
for the sake of satisfying 
the crav­ 
ings of hunger, but from mere blood­ 
thirstiness, and this is murder, pure 
and simple. 
Weaseles and their kind, 
also otters, furnish the best 
exam­ 
ples of this undesirable propensity. 


Those unpleasant creatures known 
as parasites, which live on the out­ 
side, or, it may be, within other ani­ 
mals, take toll of the blood or juice 
of their victims, which may in the 
end die 
of sheer weakness, though 
usually their persecutors like them 
to remain alive as long as possible, 
so that they may continue to act as 
living larders. 


Sometimes murder 
is deliberately 
planned with malice prepense in such 
cases, though the artful schemer is 
not the aetual murderess, but 
leaves 
the foul deed to 
be perpetrated by 
her offspring. 


This is the case 
with ichneumon 
flies, where the female lays her eggs 
In some other creature, often a fat, 
juicy caterpillar, so that the young 
when they hatch out are surrounded 
by nourishing food, commonly finish­ 
ing up by 
reducing 
their unwilling 
host to a mere skin. 


Piracy upon the high seas is the 
recognized profession 
of the Skuas, 
marine birds With hooked beaks, and 
talons to their webbed 
feet. These 
Ingenious animals lie in wait for sea­ 
gulls, which have ' been out fishing, 
and chase tliees 
unfortunate 
birds 
until they disgorge their booty, which 
is then snapped 
up before 
it can 
reach the water. 


If an obstinate gull refuses to do 
this it is often shaken by the tail tii 
the desired end is attained. 


Some of the most confirmed 
rob­ 
bers are found among insects. 
Vari­ 
ous bees are examples of this, mak­ 
ing raids upon the honey 
of their 
relatives. Even domesticated swarms 
sometime become lazy and thievish, 
and persistently rob their neighbors, 
much to the disgust of the bee mas­ 
ter. 


The stores of honey 
laid 
up by 
bees and wasps also proves too great 
a temptation for some other Lnsects 
to resist. 
The most 
interesting 
of 
these forms are the so-called “cuckoo 
parasites,“ which guided by pervert­ 
ed parental love, lay eggs within the 
hive or nest. 
Here we 
find 
snugly 
quartered in consequence the grubs 
of oil-beetles, which devour the honey 
and the caterpillars of certain moths, 
which gnaw the combs. 


Food 
is not 
the only 
object 
of 
thievish 
attention, 
for, as is 
well 
known, ravens, jackdaws, and mag­ 
pies purloin and 
hide 
all sorts of 
glittering objects, and in this way 
have often led to groundless accusa­ 
tions being brought against innocent 
human beings.— Pearson's Weekly.

81,021 VETERANS DIE IN YEAR 
Death claimed 81,021 Union Civil War 
veterans and pensioners during the fis­ 
cal year ending June 80 last, according 
to advance figures of Pension Com mis 
sioner Warner’s annual report. The to 
tal number of pensioners remaining on 
the rolls Juno 80 was 907,871, the small­ 
est number in the last fifteen years. The 
amount disbursed for pensions last year 
was $188,105,412, u decrease of $844,870 
from tho preceeding year. The total 
amount paid ont for pensions on account 
of the Civil War is now $8,809,135,449, 
and the amount paid on account of the 
war with Spain and tho insurrection in 
the Philippine Islands is $18,909,512. 
During the year 288,249 new claims were 
allowed and 00,578 were rejected.

Grandfather Kills Grandson 


And Then Shoots Himself. 


The following is the account of a terri- 
ble tragedy through which Cedric Dun- 
can, the 9-year-old con of Mr. A. 0. Dun- 
can, formeriy of Abbottstown, was killed 
by his grandfather, Dr W. T. Gannon, 
at Lintner, 111. Immediately after the 
assault on the boy who died two days 
later, the doctor locked his room, laid 
down on his bed and sent a bullet through 
his head, still holding the revolver tight- 
ly clasped in his hand when found dead a 
few minutes later. 
Dr. Gannon, formerly 
of Iowa, on account of his violent and un- 
controlablo temper could not live with 
his wife and so made his home with his 
son in-law, A. C. Duncan, at Lintner, 
where the awful event happened. 
Cedric 
and his younger brother Kenneth amused 
themselves hauling hay with two pomeF. 
The grandfather strenuously objected to 
them using the wagon they did and the 
daughteriebuked him for quarreling or 
interfering with the boys amusement. 
The aged-doctor entered the house and 
went upstairs to his room. 
After the 
boys had stabled the ponies, Cedric went 
up into his grandfather's room to get a 
hatchet, when the infuriated and proba- 
bly insane doctor inflicted four gashes in- 
to the boy's body and cut his throat from 
ear to ear with his pocket knife and in 
his frenzy repeatedly struck his victim 
with a heavy iron bolt until the bleeding 
boy escaped and rushed down the stairs, 
and fell down unconscious in the yard. 
Kenneth who saw the a&sault quickly ran 
for his father and soon five physicians 
were at the boy's side and the injuries 
were of such a nature that the lad was at 
once sent to St Mary's Hospital at Deca- 
ter, where the boy passed away on Sun* 
day night in the presence of his i^arents 
and friends. 


The lad's death and the father's self de- 
struction havs thrown Mrs. Duncan into 
a frantic state and it is feared she may 
lose her mind. 
The tragedy has caused 
great excitement in Piatt county, as the 
Duncans' are prominent people of that 
community.

What might have proven a fatal acci­ 
dent occurred on the Stover farm near 
Brown’s Mill, Hamilton township, on 
Sunday evening about 4 o’clock when 
Raymond Ziegler, son of John Ziegler, 
was thrown from the back of a mule and 
very badly hurt.

THE EMPIRE OF CORN.

The discovery of America Includpd 
the nndiniT of the world^s 
greatest 
staple—corn. How prominent a factor 
tn coiunierce the new-found grain was 
lo become was not dreaniPd of by'^Co- 
lumbus when he first saw 
''mahiz" 
«rowing in the West Indies; by Car- 
tier» when he visited Hochelaga, now 
Montreal, and found the settlement 
surrounded by grcon fields of "monda- 
min;" nor by the Eaiglish colonists 
who first cultivated it at Jamestown. 
James. G. Blaine once called corn the 
"spinal column of American agricul- 
ture." The immensity of the crop can- 
not be easily appreciated, even when 
we learn that the United States tills 
corn fields aggregating an area great- 
er than tliat of the German Empii'e. 
and produces annually 3.000.000 bush- 
els. two bushels for each man, woman 
and child on earth. 


To understand what 
billions 
of 
bushels means comjiarisons are i;pr:G- 
esary. -The 
six 
great 
corn 
sLate;-^ 
are Indiana. Illinois. Iowa, Missouri. 
Kansas and Nebraska. They constitute 
the "corn patch," and produce annually 
100 bushels for each of the 10,000,000 
Inhabitants within their boumlariea.

patch" crop would make a wagon Iraiii 
15,879 miles long, belling the earth six 
times, with 4000 miles of wagons to 
spare.

North American Indians 
said that corn was a direct lïift from 
the Great Spirit. 
A young 
warrior 
fasting in the wilderness, prayed for a 
gift from the Master of Life for his 
people. 
A spirit in the form of a 
beautiful younj *ian, garbed in glisten- 
ing green, with flowing plumes, de- 
scended in response to his prayer, and 
they wrestled each morning for three 
days. 


Upon the fourth day the spirit pre- 
dicted victory for the warrior 
and 
bade him strip him of his robes and 
bury him in the soft earth, returning 
from tinje to time to keep the weeds 
from spring up. This 
the 
warrior 
did, and in time the plumes of the 
«pirit's head dress soht from the earth 
and gradually stalks of corn grew and 
maturf\d. 
The Indians held a great 
feast in celebration of the gift and 
named the grain "Mondamin," the spir- 
it's grain. 
Nature did not provide 
well for its continued existence, sinc»i 
the ear falling to the ground retains 
the grains so tightly that rodents are 
likely to eat them before they have 
an opportunity to sprout. 
His theory 
is that some wandering savage dis- 
covered that the grain was edible, and 
thus saved the plant from extermina- 
tion centuries before the discovery of 
America by white men. 


Twenty years ago when corn 
was 
selling for 23 cents and many farm- 
ers on the plains found it more eco- 
nomical to burn it for fuel than to 
market it, attempts were made to in- 
troduce it as human food in Europe. 
Representative Hewitt, of New York, 
offered a bill in congress appropriating 
1100,000 for an exhibit at Paris, but 
the bill failed and funds for the corn 
exhibit 
were 
small. 
Nevertheless 
Charles 
J. 
Murphy, 
Agricultural 
Commissioner in Nezraska, 
presided 
over the exhibit, demonstrating the 
cooking of corn-bread and distributing 
pamphlets in all languages. 
, 


Before the International 
Congress 
of Millers In Paris during the ex- 
position, Mr, Murphy delivered an ex- 
haustive address upon the delights of 
corn pone, samp, johnny cake, Boston 
brown bread, griddle cakes, corn frit- 
ters, corn waffles, succotash, corn pud- 
ding and other American delicacies un- 
known In Durope. 
Urging that the 
lack of interest in the American food 
was due to Ignorance, he quoted a dis- 
tinguished traveler who asserted that 
Americ-iins made a palatable 
food 
from corn meal called 
"buckwheat 
cakes." 
He established corn kitcheais 
in various cities in Europe and England 
and sold corn bread off the stove at 
nominal prices, partly at his own ex- 
pense, in an effort to demonstrate to 
Europeans that America offered a sub- 
stitute for the peasant's bitter black 
bread more delieiously flavored than 
the white bread of the rich. 


He pointed out the ruddy American 
xnush-and-milU-fed boy, and the har- 
dy hog and hominy-eating American 
of maturer years as proof 
of 
the 
healthfulness of corn products. 
He 
declared that if Europe would learn to 
eat corn meal millions of the poor 
would be benefited, and that the new 
niarket for an American product would 
rebuild our merchant marine. He also 
predicted that wjien the Panama Canal 
was completed America would offer at 
the ports of China and India a substi- 
tute for rice at half the price of thar 
staple and of twice Its food value. As 
^ result of Mr, Murphy's missionary 
work corn bread is still called 'VMur- 
phy bread" in some of the European 
capitals. 
, 


Twenty yeard ago wc exported only 
4 percent of our corn. We export only 
10 percent at present; but the mag- 
nificent home demand has put tlie ce- 
real on a commercial basis that insures 
again the possibility of its 
becoming 
fuel again, except in the event of a 
serious panic. The bulk of the crop at 
present never leaves the counties in 
which it Is irown. 
The producers 
prefer to convert it into meat, cheese, 
butter, milk, or other products. 
While 
America has learned 
to assimifliate 
her corn in large quantities, Austria- 
Hungary is now the second corn-pro- 
ducing country in the world, and her 
product is increasing every year, but 
fhc demand inci'eases so much more 
rapidly than the production that the 
annual imports Increase 
materially 
each year. 
Northern China, Italy and 
parts of Africa are now usi^ig largo 
quantities of corn for food. Our heav- 
iest exports go to England, Holland. 
Germany and Denmark, and a part of 
'ihe corn imported into these countries 
finds its way to the tables of the in- 
habitants. 


Corn grows from Siberia to 
the 
South Sea Islands, although the great- 
est producing section is the Corn Belt 
in the United States, the latitude of 
which is measured by the northern and 
southern boundaries of Illinois. 
Al- 
most every civilized country is now 
growing corn, and the acreage is being 
expanded in most of them, but the 
United States grows about 75 percent 
of the world's crop, and as it will be 
possible, in the opinion of experts to 
expand the American crop to 5,000.000,- 
000 bushels on the present acreage by 
improved methods of aigriculture there 
is no danger that this country will lose 
her position as the great corn grower, 
or cease to grow the proportion of 
the world's crop that she now pro- 
duces. 


Every state and territory in the 
Union grows corn. The crop means 
millions In profits annually to trans- 
portation 
companies. 
It has 
built 
thousands of miles of railroads in 
the great west; it built Chicago, and 
when the fire almost' destroyed that 
city corn rebuilded it. Aside from its 
uses as food and for distilling whis- 
key, corn is now the basis of a number 
of important manufacturing industries.. 
Not until recently was it discovered 
that the germ of the corn grain con- 
tained a valuable oil. Under high pres- 
sure this hitherto uncansidered part 
of the grain now yields a product that 
makes it more vahiable in proportion 
to its size than the rest of the »grain. 
Tlie oil is used for salad dressings and 
other purposes, and is frequently sold 
under another name. 
Cornstalk pith 
has been for some years manufactured 
into cellulose, used between the inner 
and outer shells of battleships to pre- 
vent piercing by missiles, and to pre- 
vent leaks by swelling when the water 
rushed into a hole made by a projectile. 
Many kinds of starch are made 
from 
corn, running from that which is serv- 
ed upon the table to that which is 
used In the laundry. These are only a 
few of the important corn products, 
there being more than 100 altogether. 


The modern farmer, using the latest 
machinery, has reduced 
from 
four 
hours and thirty-four minutes to forty- 
one minutes the human labor required 
to produce a bushel of corn. He knows 
to the fraction of a cent the cost of 
production per bushel. He loosens the 
ground with a "gang" plow, plants the 
gi'ain by machinery, karvests It by ma- 
chinery, shells it by steam, stores it 
in igreat elevators, ships it by train to 
the lake ports and the sea, where 
it is loaded upon steamships for export. 
¿t i3 a far cry from the methods of 
the Indian sq^iaw who gouged a hole in 
the ground with a stick and dropped 
a grain of corn into it by the methods 
of the twentieth century farmer, 
but 
if Candolle is right the world is debtor 
to some wandering prehistoric Indian 
for the preservation of the grain that 
is now one of the greatest factors in 
agriculture, and the first crop of the 
greatest agricultural country in money 
yalue.—New Orlqans Picayune. 


Junk Blown Into HIi Leg. 


With the aid of a surgeon's knif« 
Henry Anderson of Centennial, was 
relieved of a weird assortment 
of 
'•Junk" that for two years has been 
unconsciously carried in his left leg. 


Anderson, who is a rancher, was

For some time 
he has been suffering, and his leg be- 
came so painful he finally had to have 
it examined by the X-ray. 
When the 
surgeons opened 
It at St. Joseph's 
hospital they took out a chisel, sev- 
eral nails, a screw, tliree good-sized 
chunlis of wood, and a piece of tin. 
They now say Anderson's leg will be

HATS AND BRAINS SMALLER. 


Dr. Barr Alarmed 
About 
England — 
Lambasting 
for 
Mollycoddles. 


The average mental capacity of Eng- 
lishmen is on the wane according to 
Sir James Barr, an eminent physician, 
who is president of the Liverpool Medi- 
cal Institute, and a holder of other 
prominent medical posts. 
He says: 


"One of the largest hat makers in 
the United Kingdom told me that tho 
average size of hats had 
diminished 
during the last half century a fiili size. 
A big diminutio.n of this kind in the 
national brain box is a matter to give 
us pause." 


Dr. Barr was addressing the Royal 
Institute of Public Health at its an- 
nual congress at Douiglas. Isle of Man. 
He was not at all pleased with his 
countrymen. 
Tho money they 
were 
spending in the treatment of disease, 
he declared, ought to be diverted to 
the preservation - of health; then the 
necessity of surgeons and physicians 
would largely disappear. 
People were 
only now beginning to awaken to a 
lively sense of the value of health and 
were beginning to cease to blame Prov- 
idence for the incidence of disease. 


Denouncing the slcldy sentimental- 
ity of a certain type of Christians, who 
had no faith in robust manhood, he 
urged some process of artificial selec- 
tion in the human race. He had often 
heard miserable little specimens of 
humanity dilating upon the value of 
total abstinence.' It was a pity such 
men were not stillbor. 
Let them im- 
prove the race, he said, and 
they 
would be instructed by men, not pyg- 
mies. 


A nation's health was its most val- 
uable asset. The nation which would 
produce the finest race must win in the 
long run. He would like to see every 
Briton between tho age of 20 and 60 
instructed in military exercises to de- 
velop physical and moral grit. 
A na- 
tion of sentimentalists might condemn 
him for fostering the military spirit, 
but wars were not started by military 
men, but by politicians, lowbrowed fi- 
nanciers .and some newspaper editors 
who never did any 
fighting. 
These 
ought to be placed at tho forefront of 
battle. The nation would be well rid 
of them. 


Detailing schemes for the preserva- 
tion of health and scofllng at helpless 
acquiescence in disease as inevitable, 
Dr. Barr said he we had less cant and 
hypocrisy about ''the Lord giveth and 
the Lord taketh away" it would be bet- 
ter for the nation.

"Jack" Bonner, of Omaha, who still 
works at the printer's trade, is the 
subject of this tale, and it will be told 
fts nearly in his own language as pos- 
sible. 


"I'll never forget my first experi- 
ence as a tourist," said "Jack" to a

friends the 
other 
night. 
**I had just served my appren- 
ticeship and secured my union card, 
and determined to 'hit the road.'

side the tank for tho use of track and

goods. 
The quarters were cramped, 
but we spent a comfortable night, 
and the next day caught a freight 
that carried us as far east as Sidney, 
which vas v/ell back into 'God's coun- 
try.' 


" I never forgot that 
experience, 
and for two reasons. 
A couple of 
years later

was chaperoning 
a 
young printer just out on his first 
trip, and we started out of St. Louis, 
bound south.

of the night, and once more I was 
put off at a water tank. 
It was quite 
cold and we were thinly clad. 
But 
remembering my Red Desert experi- 
ence I called ray fellow tourist to 
follow me and. climbing the 
tank 
ladder, I opened the trap door and 
dropped in—and fell into about fif- 
teen feet of the coldest water I ever 
felt.

Hatcher reported that he had come 
through the fight all right, "because 
there wasn't any,** but while he wai 
standing on the bank, after every* 
thing was all over, "some greenhorn 
behind him had let oft a gun and 
shot him in the heel."

PASTNET ROCK LIÛHTHOUSI. 


Incandescent ««Mantle" S«tn Twenty 


Miles Away. 


For a long time the first terrestlal 
flignal post for which the 
eaiitbound 
transatlantic mariner kept watch was 
almost invariably the tower on a pro- 
montory on the southwestern coast of 
Ireland. 
The promontory was rocky 
and rose to a height of fully one hun- 
dred feet. 
If a steamship was bound 
for Liverpool it passed to the south- 
ward and eastward of Ireland. Though 
in clear weather observations of the 
stars and sun give the navigator an 
accurate idea of his position at sea, he 
cannot always count on their aid. He 
therefore welcomes a glimpse of some 
landmark like a well known light- 
house. which will tell him whether his 
calculations have been accurate or not. 
Within the last few months some of 
the steamships which formerly went to 
Liverpool have adopted Southampton 
as their terminal port, 
Southamp- 
ton is on the southern shore of Eng- 
land. 
To reach it vessels follow a 
course rather more southerly than they 
did before, and now get their bearings 
from the Lizard, a projection from 
the coast of Cornwall, England, but 
there is still a great deal of use for 
Fastnet Rock Tower. The first one on 
that site was built fifty years ago. 
Having been damaged by storms it 
usefulness was threatened a few years 
ago, and a new one was erected be- 
side it and went into service in June, 
1904. 


The light from the new tower can 
be seen on a clear night for fully 20 
miles, and at 10 miles will actually il- 
luminate a ship as if a naval search- 
light had been trained on 
it. 
By 
means of suitable mechanism, flashes 
lasting one-sixth of a second are emit- 
ted at intervals of five seconds, and a 
sea captain who has his watch in his 
hand, or a regular ship's chronometer 
under his eye, can identify the source 
of the light with certainty, knowing 
that no other flash of similar dura- 
tion and with the same frequency is 
provided in the same neiighborhood. 


At Fastnet Rock, as in many other 
modern lighthouses, the illuminating 
agent is gas, manufactured on the spot 
through petroleum, and burned under 
an incandescent "mantle." The latter 
is a delicate fabric of rare minerals, 
the chief one being thorium. An Aus- 
trian chemist, who was born less than 
50 years ago, was the first to discov- 
er the brilliancy to be developed by 
heating this material with an almost 
n&n-luminous flame. The 
principle 
was first tried in lighting houses and 
streets, but its use has been extended 
to lighthouse service. 
The mantle at 
Fastnet Rock is three and a half inches 
high and two inches in diameter, or 
only a little larger than those employed 
for less important work, and yet its 
brilliancy is estimated by experts at 
1200 candle power.

where the whitefish have fed. 


Between 1880 and 1905 the output 
of ashes, clinkers and furnace slag, 
not counting the sweepings of iron 
from the docks, has been 7,000.000 tons, 
which was dumped into Lake Super- 
ior. 
Fishermen all over Lake Super- 
ior tell the same story 
that 
large 
clinkers come up in their gill nets 
when hauling in settings, indicating 
that the bottom of the lake is being 
covered with this manufactured sco- 
ria, the tendency of which is to de- 
stroy or burn up either by erosive ac- 
tion or by chemical influences all the 
grass in which there livei the minute 
organism upon which 
the 
whitefish 
eubsisted.—Duluth Herald,

THE EMPIRE OF CORN. 


PEARLS OF THOÜGHT. 


By Frederick J* Haskin, in the Picayune* 


The discovery of America included 
the finding* of the world’s 
greatest 
staple—corn. How prominent a factor 
la commerce the new-found grain was 
lo become was not dreamed of by*Co- 
lumbus when he first saw 
“mahiz” 
growing in the West Indies; by Car­ 
tier* when he visited Hoehelaga, now 
Montreal, and found the settlement 
surrounded by green fields of "monda- 
min;” nor by the English colonists 
who first cultivated it at Jamestown. 
James. G. Blaine once called corn the 
“spinal column of American agricul­ 
ture/* The immensity of the crop can­ 
not be easily appreciated, even when 
we learn that the United States tills 
corn fields aggregating an area great­ 
er than that of the German Empire, 
and produces annually 3,000,000 bush­ 
els, two bushels for each man, woman 
and child on earth. 


To understand what 
billions 
of 
bushels means comparisons are i;.Qr:s- 
sary. -The 
six 
great 
corn 
slates 
are Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, 
Kansas and Nebraska. They constitute 
the “corn patch/* and producc annually 
100 bushels for each of the 10,000,000 
inhabitants within their boundaries. 
In wagons, each containing 
forty 
bushels of shelled corn 
the 
“corn 
patch” crop would make a wagon train 
15,879 miles long, belting the earth six 
times, with 4000 miles of wagons to 
spare. 
When these six states grow 
eleven ears of corn where they grefw 
ten the year before, the increase means 
*44 ,000,000 in cash. 
Iowa alone has 
produced a crop in one year equal in 
value to the annual product of gold, 
silver and lead in the United States, or 
more than the net earnings of all of 
the national banks. 


The origin of Indian corn is los+ 
in the mists of 
antiquity. 
Darwin 
found an ear reposing in a metal ves­ 
sel eighty-five feet below the present 
surface of the soil in Peru. Others 
have been found with mummies in 
the tombs of the Incas. 
Indians in 
Mexico had a goddess, Cinteotl, corre­ 
sponding to the Greek Goddess Ceres, 
to whom the sun virgins sacrificed 
corn ca-kes. 
North American Indians 
said that corn was a direct gift from 
the Great Spirit. 
A young 
warrior 
fasting in the wilderness, prayed for a 
gift from the Master of Life for his 
people. 
A spirit in the form of a 
beautiful younj vaan, garbed in glisten­ 
ing green, with flowing plumes, de­ 
scended in response to his prayer, and 
they wrestled each morning for three 
days. 


Upon the fourth day the spirit pre­ 
dicted' victory for the warrior and 
bade him strip him of his robes and 
bury him in the soft earth, returning 
from time to time to keep the weeds 
from spring up. This 
the 
warrior 
did, and in time the plumes of the 
spirit’s head dress soht from the earth 
and gradually stalks of corn grew and 
matured. 
The Indians held a great 
feast in celebration of the gift and 
named the grain “Mondamin,” the spir­ 
it's grain. 
Nature did not provide 
well for its continued existence, since 
the ear falling to the ground retains 
the grains so tightly that rodents are 
likely to eat them before they have 
an opportunity to sprout. His theory 
is that some wandering savage dis­ 
covered that the grain was edible, and 
thus saved the plant from extermina­ 
tion centuries before the discovery of 
America by white men. 
.Twenty years ago when corn 
was 
selling for 23 cents and many farm­ 
ers on the plains found it more eco­ 
nomical to burn it for fuel than to 
market it, attempts were made to in­ 
troduce it as human food in Europe. 
Representative Hewitt, of New York, 
ofTered a bill in congress appropriating 
$100,000 for an exhibit at Paris, but 
the bill failed and funds for the corn 
exhibit 
were 
small. 
Nevertheless 
Charles 
J. 
Murphy, 
Agricultural 
Commissioner in Nezraska, 
presided 
over the exhibit, demonstrating the 
cooking of corn-bread and distributing 
pamphlets in all languages. 
, 


Before the International Congress 
of Millers In Paris during the ex­ 
position, Mr. Murphy delivered an ex­ 
haustive address upon the delights of 
corn pone, samp, johnny cake, Boston 
brown bread, griddle cakes, corn frit­ 
ters, com waffles, succotash, corn pud­ 
ding and other American delicacies un­ 
known in Europe. 
Urging that the 
lack of interest in the American food 
was due to ignorance, he quoted a dis­ 
tinguished traveler who asserted that 
Americans made a palatable 
food 
from corn meal called 
‘‘buckwheat 
cakes." 
He established corn kitchens 
In various cities in Europe and England 
and sold corn bread off the stove at 
nominal prices, partly at his own ex­ 
pense, in an effort to demonstrate to 
Europeans that America offered a sub­ 
stitute for the peasant's bitter black 
bread more deliciously flavored than 
the white bread of the rich, 


He pointed out the ruddy American 
mush-and-milk-fed boy, and the har­ 
dy hog and hominy-eating American 
of maturer years as proof 
of 
the 
healthfulness of corn products. 
He 
declared that if Europe would learn to 
eat corn meal millions of the poor 
would be benefited, and that the new 
market for an American product would 
rebuild our merchant marine. He also 
predicted that when the Panama Canal ■ 
was completed America would offer at 
the ports of China and India a substi­ 
tute for rice at half the price of that 
staple and of twice its food value. As 
% result of Mr, Murphy’s missionary 
work corn bread Is still called '‘Mur­ 
phy bread” in some of the European 
tupiials* 
, 


Twenty year& ago wo exported only 
4 percent of our corn. We export only 
10 percent at present; but the mag­ 
nificent home demand has put the ce­ 
real on a commercial basis that insures 
again the possibility of its becoming 
fuel again, except in the event of a 
serious panic. The bulk of the crop at 
present never leaves the counties in 
which it Is £rown. 
The producers 
prefer to convert It into meat, cheese, 
butter, milk, or other products. While 
America has learned to aasimifliate 
her corn in large quantities, Austria- 
Hungary is now the second corn-pro- 
duoing country in the world, and her 
product is increasing every yoar, but 
fhc demand increases so much more 
rapidly than the production that the 
annual imports increase 
materially 
each year. Northern China, Italy and 
parts of Africa are now using largo 
quantities of corn for food. Our heav­ 
iest exports go to England, Holland, 
Germany and Denmark, and a part of 
the corn imported into these countries 
finds its way to the tables of the in­ 
habitants. 


Corn grows from Siberia to 
the 
South Sea Islands, although the great­ 
est producing section is the Corn Belt 
In the United States, the latitude of 
which is measured by the northern and 
southern boundaries of Illinois. 
Al­ 
most every civilized country is now 
growing corn, and the acreage is being 
expanded in most of them, but the 
United States grows about 75 percent 
of the world’s crop, and as it will be 
possible, in the opinion of experts to 
expand the American crop to 5,000,000,- 
000 bushels on the present acreage by 
improved methods of agriculture there 
is no danger that this country will lose 
her position as the great corn grower, 
or cease to grow the proportion of 
the world’s crop that she now pro­ 
duces. 


Every state and territory in the 
Union grows corn, The crop means 
millions in profits annually to trans­ 
portation 
companies. 
It lias 
built 
thousands of iniies of railroads in 
the great west; it built Chicago, and 
when the fire almost destroyed that 
city corn rebuilded it. Aside from its 
uses as food and for distilling whis­ 
key, corn is now the basis of a number 
of important manufacturing Industries.,

HATS AND BRAINS SMALLER. 


Dr. Barr Alarmed About England — 
Lambasting 
for 
Mollycoddles. 


The average mental capacity of Eng­ 
lishmen is on the wane according to 
Sir James Barr, an eminent physician, 
who is president of the Liverpool Medi­ 
cal Institute, and a holder of other 
prominent medical posts. 
He says:

“One of the largest hat makers in 
Not until recently was It discovered the United Kingdom told me that tho

tained a valuable oil. Under high pres­ 
sure this hitherto unconsidered part 
of the grain now yields a product that 
makes it more valuable in proportion 
to its size than the rest of the »grain. 
The oil is used for salad dressings and 
other purposes, and is frequently sold 
under another name. 
Cornstalk pith 
has been for some years manufactured 
into cellulose, used between the Inner 
and outer shells of battleships to pre­ 
vent piercing by missiles, and to pre­ 
vent leaks by swelling when the water 
rushed into a hole made by a projectile. 
Many kinds of starch are made from 
corn, running from that which is serv­ 
ed upon the table to that which is 
used in the laundry. These are only a 
few of the important corn products, 
there being more than 100 altogether. 


The modern farmer, using the latest 
machinery, has reduced 
from 
four 
hours and thirty-four minutes to forty- 
one minutes the human labor required 
to produce a bushel of corn. He knows 
to the fraction of a cent the cost of 
production per bushel. He loosens the 
ground with a “gang” plow, plants the 
grain by machinery, harvests it by ma­ 
chinery, shells it by steam, stores it 
In «great elevators, ships it by train to 
the lake ports and the sea, where 
it is loaded upon steamships for export, 
/t is a far cry from the methods of 
the Indian sqjiaw who gouged a hole In 
the ground with a stick and dropped 
a grain of corn into it by the methods 
of tho twentieth century farmer, but 
if Candolle is right the world is debtor 
to some wandering prehistoric Indian 
for the preservation of the grain that 
is now one of the greatest factors in 
agriculture, and the first crop of tho 
greatest agricultural country in money 
value.—New Orleans Picayune,

Institute of Public Health at its an­ 
nual congress at Douglas, Isle of Man. 
He was not at all pleased with his 
countrymen. 
The money they 
were 
spending in the treatment of disease, 
he declared, ought to be diverted to 
the preservation ..of health; then the 
necessity of surgeons and physicians 
would largely disappear. People were 
only now beginning to awaken to a 
lively sense of the value of health and 
were beginning to cease to blame Prov­ 
idence for the incidence of disease. 


Denouncing the sickly sentimental­ 
ity of a certain type of Christians, who 
had no faith in robust manhood, he 
urged some process of artificial selec­ 
tion in the human race. He had often 
heard miserable little specimens of 
humanity dilating upon the value of 
total abstinence/ It was a pity such 
men were not stillbor. Let them im­ 
prove the race, he said, and 
they 
would be instructed by men, not pyg­ 
mies. 


A nation’s health was Its most val­ 
uable asset. The nation which would 
produce the finest race must win in the 
long run. He would like to see every 
Briton between the age of 20 and 60 
instructed in military exercises to de­ 
velop physical and moral grit. A na­ 
tion of sentimentalists might condemn 
him for fostering the military spirit, 
but wars were not started by military 
men, but by politicians, lowbrowed fi­ 
nanciers .and some newspaper editors 
who never did any fighting. 
These 
ought to be placed at the forefront of 
battle. The nation would be well rid 
of them. 


Detailing schemes for the preserva­ 
tion of health and scoffing at helpless 
acquiescence in disease as inevitable, 
Dr. Barr said he we had less cant and 
hypocrisy about “the Lord giveth and 
the Lord talceth away” it would be bet­ 
ter for the nation.

PASTNET ROCK LIGHTHOUSE* 


Incandescent “Mantle" Setn Twenty 


i 


Miles Away. 


For a long time the first terrestial 
signal post for which the 
eafitbound 
transatlantic mariner kept watch was 
almost invariably the tower on a pro­ 
montory on the southwestern coast of 
Ireland. 
The promontory was rocky 
and rose to a height of fully one hun­ 
dred feet. 
If a steamship was bound 
for Liverpool it passed to the south­ 
ward and eastward of Ireland. Though 
in clear weather observations of the 
stars and sun give the navigator an 
accurate idea of his position at sea, he 
cannot always count on their aid. He 
therefore welcomes a glimpse of some 
landmark like a well known light­ 
house, which will tell him whether his 
calculations have been accurate or not. 
Within the last few months some of 
the steamships which formerly went to 
Liverpool have adopted Southampton 
as their terminal port. 
Southamp­ 
ton is on the southern shore of Eng­ 
land. 
To reach it vessels follow a 
course rather more southerly than they 
did before, and now get their bearings 
from the Lizard, a projection from 
the coast of Cornwall, England, but 
there is still a great deal of use for 
Fastnet Rock Tower. The first one on 
that site was built fifty years ago. 
Having been damaged by storms it 
usefulness was threatened a few years 
ago, and a new one was erected be­ 
side it and went into service in June, 
1904. 


The light from the new tower can 
be seen on a clear night for fully 20 
miles, and at 10 miles will actually il­ 
luminate a ship as if a naval search­ 
light had been trained on 
it. 
By 
means of suitable mechanism, flashes 
lasting one-sixth of a second are emit­ 
ted at intervals of five seconds, and a 
sea captain who has his watch in his 
hand, or a regular ship’s chronometer 
under his eye, can identify the source 
of the light with certainty, knowing 
that no other flash of similar dura­ 
tion and with the same frequency is 
provided in the same neighborhood. 


At Fastnet Rock, as in many other 
modern lighthouses, the illuminating 
agent is gas, manufactured on the spot 
through petroleum, and burned under 
an incandescent “mantle.*’ The latter 
is a delicate fabric of rare minerals, 
the chief one being thorium. An Aus­ 
trian chemist, who was born less than 
50 years ago, was the first to discov­ 
er the brilliancy to be developed by 
heating this material With an almost 
non-luminous flame. 
The 
principle 
was first tried in lighting houses and 
streets, but its use has been extended 
to lighthouse service. 
The mantle at 
Fastnet Rock is three and a half inches 
high and two inches in diameter, or 
only a little larger than those employed 
for less important work, and yet its 
brilliancy is estimated by experts at 
1200 candle power. 


How He Slept.

He was compelled for that night to 
sleep on a wire cot that had 
only

“Fairly well,” answered Mason, “but 
I certainly looked like a waffle when I 
got up.”—Harper’s Weekly.

The whitefish in Lake Superior are 
decreasing yearly, according to fisher­ 
men. 
It is claimed that the dumping 
of ashes and clinkers into the lake 
has killed off large areas of the graesy 
patches on the bottom of the 
lake 
where the whitefish have fed. 


Between 1880 and 1905 the output 
of ashes, clinkers and furnaee slag, 
not counting the sweepings of iron 
from the docks, has been 7,000,000 tons, 
which was dumped into Lake Super­ 
ior. 
Fishermen all over Lake Super­ 
ior tell the same story 
that 
large 
clinkers come up in their gill nets 
when hauling in settings, indicating 
that the bottom of the lake is being 
covered with this manufactured sco­ 
ria, the tendency of which is to de­ 
stroy or burn up either by erosive ac­ 
tion or by chemical influences all the 
grass in which there live'l the minute 
organism upon which 
the 
whitefish 
subsisted.—Duluth Herald.

Stains made with tea and 
coffee are treated with such agents 
as will remove tamiSa. Hot water will 
set the stains made by meat juice. 
Scap is a mordant for tannin and some 
other coloring matters, therefore stains 
made by anything containing tannin, 
such as tea or coffee or made by I'ruit 
or green vegetables should be removed 
before the article so stained is put in 
the laundry. 
When ir is necessary to 


use chemicals in removing stains The 
article must afterward be washed in 
ciany clear waters to remove every 
trace of the chemical.—Nc\v Kaven 
Register. 


Caring fcr the Linen. 


Do not wait until your table linen 


has actual holes before you beg-In to 
mend it, but hunt out the thin places; 
then take some very fine cotten thread 
and earn as carefully as possible, im- 
itating the weaving of the material as 
closely as you can.

ready holes in the linen, patch It as 
carefully as possible, putting off one 
end of the tablecloth for that purpose 
and hemming it up neatry again. Match 
the figures as nearly as possible, us- 
ing foiled s=ams. 
When table linen 


is past use for the table it can be 
used for various purposes. 
The best 


parts will make excellent everyday 
table napkins if hemmed neatly, or 
bread-cloths can be made out of It. 
The thinner parts can be doubled and 
then stitched on the machine, and will 
make excellent dish towels. 
Linen 


towels can 
also 
be 
doubled 
and 


stitched, and made to wet^r much lonc- 
er: If not desired for towels they can 
be used for dish cloths. 
Sheets usu- 


ally wear out in the centre, so when 
they begin to

part will come In the centre of th* 
sheet.—New York Journal.

set the stain, and it then can be re- 
moved only by soaking in javelle or 
chloride of lime water, or by holding 
the wet stains over the fumes of burn- 
ing sulphur. Stains made with tea and 
coffee are treated with such agents 
as will remove tannin. Hot water will 
set the stahis made by meat juice. 
Soap is a mordant for tannin and some 
other coloring matters, therefore stains 
made by anything containing tannin, 
such as tea or coffee or made by fruit 
or green vegetables should be removed 
before the article so stained is put in 
the laundry. 
When it is necessary to 
use chemicals iu removing stains the 
article must afterward be washed in 
many clear w^aters to remove every 
trace of the chemical.—New 
Haven 
Register.

If there are al- 
ready holes In the linen, patch it as 
carefully as possible, putting off one 
end of the tablecloth for that purpose 
and hemming it up neatij' again. Match 
the figures as nearly as possible, us- 
ing felled seams. 
When table linen 
is past u^e for the tabJo it can be 
used for various purposes. 
The best 
parts will make excellent 
everyday 
table napkins if hemmed neatly, or 
bread-cloths can be made out of ¡t. 
The thinner parts can be doubled and 
then stitched on the machine, and will 
make excellent dish towels. 
Linen 
towels can 
also 
be 
doubled 
and 
stitched, and made to wear much long- 
er; if not desired for towels they can 
be used for dish cloths. 
Sheets usu- 
ally wear out in the centre, so when 
they begin to 
get thin there, tear 
them down lengthwise and sew tha 
outer edges together; thus the unworn 
part will come In the centre of th« 
sheet.—New Y'ork Journal.

lime by the absorption 
of

dioxide from the air. The surface of

Those 
made with sugar, syrup and 
meat juice may be removed with wa­ 
ter. 
Those made with fruit and vege­ 
tables, if treated at once, may be re­ 
moved with boiling water. 
If the ar­ 
ticle is washed and boiled the soap will 
set the stain, and it then can be re­ 
moved only by soaking in javelle or 
chloride of lime water, or by holding 
the wet stains over the fumes of burn­ 
ing sulphur. Stains made with tea and 
coffee are treated with such agents 
as will remove tannin. Hot water will 
set the stains made by meat juice. 
Soap is a mordant for tannin and some 
other coloring matters, therefore stains 
made by anything containing tannin, 
such as tea or coffee or made by fruit 
or green vegetables should be removed 
before the article so stained is put in 
the laundry. 
When it is necessary to 
use chemicals in removing stains the 
article must afterward be washed in 
many clear waters to remove every 
trace of the chemical.—New Haven 
Register.

Caring for the Linen. 


Do not wait until your table linen 
has actual holes before you begin to 
mend it, but hunt out the thin places; 
then take some very fine cotten thread 
and darn as carefully as possible, im­ 
itating the weaving of tlie material as 
closely as you can. 
If there are al­ 
ready holes in the linen, patch it as 
carefully as possible, putting off one 
end of the tablecloth for that purpose 
and hemming it up neatfy again. Match 
the figures as nearly as possible, us­ 
ing felled seams. 
When table linen 
is past u<?e for the table it can be 
used for various purposes. 
The best 
parts will make excellent everyday 
table napkins if hemmed neatly, or 
bread-cloths can be made out of It. 
The thinner parts can be doubled and 
then stitched on the machine, and will 
make excellent dish towels. 
Linen 
towels can 
also 
be 
doubled 
and 
stitched, and made to wear much long­ 
er; if not desired for towels they can 
be used for dish cloths. 
Sheets usu­ 
ally wear out in the centre, so when 
they begin to 
get thin there, tear 
them down lengthwise and sew tha 
outer edges together; thus the unworn 
part will come in the centre of tin 
sheet.—New York Journal.

The hydrate, when it comes in

tact with sulphate of lime, is converts 
ed into sulphate of barium, which is 
practically insoluble in water, and tho 
lime is converted into cai'bonate of 
lime by the absorption 
of 
carbon 
dioxide from the air. The surface of 
the stone can, according to the same 
authority, also bo 
protected 
with 
ceresin wax, which 
has

proofing effect.

Then divide it in six cups and stand 
them in a bakepan half full of hot 
water in a slow oven, and bake them 
until firm in the centre.

Ice. 


Lamb stew with peas.—Cut the scrag 
on breast of lamb in inch pieces and 
put in stewpan, with just enough water 
to cover it.
